Whereas, He was devoutly religious and had served as treasurer 
and director of Temple Emanu El, and as a member of the Jewish 
Community Council; and

family and to his fellowman; and 

Whereas, He is survived by his wife; a son, Gary Alan; his mother, 
Mrs. Bertha Rosenthal; a sister, Mrs. Ben Rosenthal; and two broth­
ers, William and Harry Rosenthal, all of Houston; and

pay tribute to the outstanding life of this worthy citizen; now, there­
